I IL .II 
question w hether the United States 
independently could m aintain with free 
coinage the parity between gold and 
silver, he said th at there is no differ­ 
ence of opinion that it could be accom­ 
plished by an international agreement. 
As a historical fact. France has m ain­ 
tained the parity for seventy years. If 
four or live countries could m aintain 
a parity, it was conceded th at law could 
effect the result. 
How powerful m ust 
a state be, then, to effect th at result? 
The speaker quoted from Jackson 
and Jefferson, and contemptuously said 
it had remained for modern economists 
to assert th at to create demand and 
value by law was a ‘‘physical and m eta­ 
physical absurdity.” 
He also quoted 
Mr. Sherm an and Mr. Carlisle, to the 
effect that the united action of several 
countries could sustain silver. 
As to 
the ability of the United States to do 
a 
country infinitely inferior in wealth 
and trade to us, m ust be borne in mind. 
Our commerce, internal and external, 
exceeded th at of England, Germany and 
France combined, and our resources 
were as yet undeveloped. Our popula 
tion exceeds th at of any of those three 
countries. If our m ints were opened to 
the free coinage of silver, the commer­ 
cial value of the m etal would be equal 
to its legal value in this country, be­ 
cause any one having 
412^ 
grains 
could bring it here and get a standard 
silver dollar’s worth of commodities. 
In this connection he w ent somewhat 
extensively into figures to show that 
there had been no over-production of 
silver. 
In conclusion, Mr. Crisp declared 
th a t if the United States would but 
assert its political and financial inde­ 
pendence, prosperity would return and 
continue the perpetual heritage of our 
people. 
Mr. T urner (dem., Ga.) was then, at 
the request of Mr. Dingley, recognized 
for an hour. 
Mr. T urner expounded 
exhaustively with copious illustrations 
from our history Gresham’s law that 
whenever an attem pt is made to cir­ 
culate concurrently two m etals of dif­ 
ferent values, the cheaper m etal would 
always drive the dearer out of circula­ 
tion.

concede the silver forces IOO votes. An 
analysis of the vote show’s th at 184 re­ 
publicans and thirty-one democrats 
voted against concurrence and fifty- 
eight dem ocrats, twenty-five republic­ 
ans, and seven populists for 
concur­ 
rence. 
The debate which preceded the vote 
w as of an interesting character, but de­ 
void of any sensational features. 
Ex- 
Speaker Crisp presented the 
closing 
argum ent for the silver men and was 
replied to by Mr. Turner, a dem ocratic 
colleague from Georgia, in a two-hour 
speech. 
Mr. Dalzell of Pennsylvania 
closed in behalf of the republicans. 
Mr. Dingley, chairm an of the ways 
an d means committee, insisted on the 
regular order as soon as the journal had 
been read and, under the arrangem ent 
m ade Thursday, one hour was allowed 
on each side for closing.

Crisp 
opened 
his 
argum ent 
proper w ith the fam iliar words: 
‘‘In 
1S73 congress demonetized silver.” At 
'th e very threshold of the subject, he 
said, this was denied and it was also 
denied th at up to 1873 w’e had had bi 
m etallism in this country. 
He quoted 
B aron 
Rothschild’s 
statem ent th a t 
prices were regulated by the aggregate 
am ount of the circulation, gold and sil 
ver. Prices were fixed by the am ount 
of prim ary money in the world. If the 
standard in England 
w’as 
gold, 
in 
F rance silver, and in China silver, the 
m easure of values would be the com­ 
bined am ount of both gold and silver 
circulating as money. Money was the 
th in g for which all contended and the 
sum of the demand for 
money 
was 
equal to the demand for all things else 
on earth. If a m etal were made money 
by law a dem and for that m etal would 
be created am ong all the people and its 
value w’ould necessarily increase with 
th e increased demand. 
H ere the speaker read from 
state­ 
m ents made by Senator Sherm an in 
1S76, th a t the dem onetization of silver 
had caused a reduction of its price and 
b ad created a mad scramble for gold 
on the part of England, France and 
G erm any, which had depreciated 
its 
price and had induced a fall in prices 
throughout the world. 
T hat fall in 
prices, Mr.i Crisp asserted, was largely 
due, he would not say wholly, to the 
dem onetization of silver. 
It was not 
th e fall of prices th at was complained 
of, but the constant and steady fall of 
prices due to the constant appreciation 
of gold. 
He read from Mr. Balfour’s 
speech of Feb. ll , in the English parlia­ 
m ent, attributing the decline of agri­ 
culture in gold countries to the appre­ 
ciation of gold and the artificial ad van- i n a depreciated currency. In the ethics 
tage it gave to silver countries.

B alfour had also declared th a t the ob­ 
stacles to reform came not from abroad, 
b u t were put forward a t home. 
Con­ 
tinuing, Mr. Crisp affirmed the exist­ 
ence of a well-defined purpose by those 
in authority both here and abroad to 
depress the price of silver in order to 
prevent its rem onetization. 
He cited 
th e m anner in which th'? Bland-Allison 
act of 1878 was executed, the coinage 
of the m inimum am ount under the act 
and the refusal of the treasury after a 
few m onths to coin silver under the act 
of 1890. 
He cited Secretary Carlisle’s 
refusal to give silver for gold in 1893— 
“ because the silver was needed for the 
redem ption of the treasury notes,” and 
h is course a few m onths afterw ard in 
redeem ing those notes in gold. ‘‘W hat 
kind of juggling is th at?” he asked. 
“ W hat sort of friendly treatm ent of 
silver is th at?” 
Mr. Crisp then directed his attention 
to the m anner in which the parity be­ 
tw een the m etals had been m aintained. 
Every obligation of the government, 
bonds, greenbacks and treasury notes, 
W’as payable in coin. 
If that was not 
true, and they were gold obligations, 
why did cot those who believed that 
have the courage to say so and save 
th e tax-ridden people millions in in­ 
terest? 
In February, 1835, congress could 
have saved the people $16,000,000 in 
inter?st by authorizing gold 
“Congress refused,” said

“ We paid $16,000,000 for the privilege 
of paying in silver, and now’ you at­ 
tem pt to deny our right to do so.”

Dun & Co’s. Report Is Encouraging— 
Holders of W ool Not Inclined to 
Make Concessions—Cotton Receipts

Eastern Trade Reports. 


New York, Feb. 15.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade says. 
“The w eather still hinders business, 
with continued closeness of money and 
prolonged inaction of congress, but con­ 
fidence increases. 
“The production of pig iron, 198,599 
tons weekly, Feb. I, is 4.3 per cent less 
than Jan. I, and 8.5 per cent less than 
Nov. I, while the 
unsold stocks 
in­ 
creased 63,188 tons in January, showing 
an output much exceeding the present 
demand, and, moreover, larger stocks 
than for a long tim e are carried by the 
great steel works. Pig iron at the east 
and at Chicago has not advanced, south­ 
ern competition continuing at prices 
so low th at several Alabama furnaces 
have stopped, but Bessemer is a shade 
low’er at Pittsburg. 
“The demand for plates, sheets, and 
wire nails continues fairly good, 
and 
there are more orders for railroad cars 
and bar iron at Chicago, but no further 
sales of rails appear, and the demand for 
finished products keeps but 70 per cent 
of the capacity employed. 
“The coke output is again much re­ 
duced. 
“Copper is a shade firmer at 10V4 
cents, while tin and lead are not act­ 
ive. and unchanged. 
“The demand for boots and shoes Is 
still disappointing; 
several 
factories 
have closed and few are working full 
time. 
Belief in lower prices still pre 
vails, although further reductions have 
been made in most lines, am ounting 
since Jan. I to 6 per cent. Some mak 
ers get good orders for women’s light 
shoes, but others scarcely any,and Bos­ 
ton shipm ents thus far are 21 per cent 
less than last year.

Nebraska Prohibition State Convention 
Adopts a Financial Plank. 
Lincoln, Neb., Feb. 15.—After a most 
storm y session, the prohibition state 
convention adjourned Friday afternoon. 
Delegates and alternates were elected 
to represent Nebraska at the national 
convention at Pittsburg March 27. Fol­ 
lowing is the financial plank of the 
platform : 
“The money of the country 
should be issued by the general govern­ 
m ent only through government banks 
of loan and deposit, directly to the peo­ 
ple, upon adequate security and at a 
uniform rate of interest. 
It should be 
full legal tender for paym ent of all 
debts, public and private, w ithout ex­ 
ception or former contract stipulation. 
We favor a money composed of legal- 
tender treasury notes, based on the 
credit of the nation, and the full, free 
and unlim ited coinage of gold and sil 
ver at a ratio of IG to I, in which the 
bonded indebtedness of the country 
shall be paid.”

Thomas White, th e form er Janesville 
box m anufaeturer, has ju st returned 
from Europe. He w ent there on a mis­ 
sion of sadness. 
His wife died in

sage was a smooth one for the most 
part, but while in mid ocean a slight 
sea arose. 
A little Norwegian baby, 
the child of a second cabin passenger, 
climbed on the rail and was pitched 
into the w ater. Nobody saw the child 
fall, but its screams drew Mr. W hite's 
eyes to the spot made by its dress in 
the w ater.
